arranged by the Finatice Committes-of the

4, It is my anty to report that there isa 
very sitong focling in this community—a 
fooling fully shared by the principal Naval 
and Military Officers on this Station—-that 
it would bo worse than wseloss (a8 
leading to a_false sense of * security), 
to erect’ fresh Defence Works-hero, unless | 
they are armed with Ordnance of the 
latest and most approved pattern, capable 
of resisting the attack of the heaviest mo- 
| dern atillery. It was percvived from the 
Parliamentary Papers that is was originaily 
proposed that the very insufficient sum of 
only £37,500 should bo provided for tho 
armament of the new Forts at Hongkong ; 
and the un-ofti-i;1 members of the Colonial 
Legislature gave onergatic exprengion to 
the dissatisfaction generally felt dn- this 
point, However, I drow attention to the 
fact that, from the latest Parliamentary 
Papers, it appears that this quostion had 
beon reconsidered by ths Military—Au-

intended to provide wrought iron’ guns as 
possessing sufliciont power for’ the- work 
they would be called upon to per- 
form, Tho wrmamonts of — the Forts, 
howevor, are required to resist the present 
power of foreign ships which may ‘attack 
them, and consequently mast be of a more 
formidable nature than was at first con- 
templated ;. therefore, some of'the guns 
have boen chosen from the latest pattern 
of breech-loading Ordnunce, which has 
greatly increased the cost.” 

6. After some discussion the special con- 
tribution of £55,625, required by Her 
Majesty's Government, was vated" by the 
Legislative Council ununimotely ;—an_im- 
portant point, for obvious reasons, in-a 
matter of this nature. . 

6. I carnostly recommend, on grounds 
alike of Imperial and of Colonial Policy, 
that, in the terms of tho Vote cited abpve, 
*the armament to be provided by the Im- 
perial Government should bo of tho best 
and latest pattorn af breech-louding Ord- 
naneo and capable of resisting attacks by 
tho heaviest modern Ironclads.” 

7.. Ik will be recollected that, in addition 
to this special voto for Defence Works, 
Hongkong pays an annual Military contri- 
bution of £20,000, which _has already 
amountod ‘to.an aggregate aum’ of above 
£400,000, Moreover in my despatch No.. 
$80 of the 17th Novomber ultimo I . wrote 
as follows :— 

“Jt is generally urged hore by the few 
Civil British residents (who do not exceed 
800 in number, including men, women, and 
children) that the position of Hongkong is 
analogous to that of Gibraltar, and that this 
important naval and military: station and 

reat emporium. of British’ trade ia main- 

ie peristrather—than-for] 
local objects. It is further pointed out that 
the heads uf the Commercial honses, and 
other ‘principal’ owners of the vast ammount 
of shipping and other property which it is 
proposed ‘to protect, are, for the most part, 
persons resident in England, and not at 
Hongkong. In fact there is no permanent 
British population here; and it is felt that 
there is no-analogy between this Imperial 
Station, with its Local rovenuo of little more 
than £200,000-on the-one hand,; 
other hand, the - great - solf-governing 
Colonies in’ Australia and Cannds with their 
latge, permancnt, and fast growing British 
population, and their rapidly increasing re- 
venues of many millions sterling, which al-' 
ready far exceed the revenues of several 
Exropean Monarchics.’ bos

€Your Excelloney, recently when we 
were called upun in this Council to passa 
yoto towards the.cust of tho fortifications 
of this ialand, I had grave misgivings about 
the sufficiency of the measures thon pro- 
posed, and my fears. were realised when 
it came to my knowledge within the past 
ton days that a fort is at present “being con- 
structed at the Litimun Pass, which isto 
be armed with. 40-pounders. mounted on 
old naval slides. I would require to be 
posscased. of a good doal of that sort of. faith 
which would enable me to believe -to be 
trua what know to be falso if I believed 
that such a fort would be eflicient or was a 
fit snd proper. expenditure of our funds. 
T have heard it stated there is some doubt 
whethor the funds to be expended on that 
fort are imporial or colonial funds, but con- 
sideriny that many of us, I think 1 may soy 
all of us, and not only those who are here 
but many others in tho colony, contribute 
not only to the colonial but also tho imperial 
funds, I cqually protest against imperial 
fonds being wasted. An cminent Royal 
Engincer has stated that insufficient forti- 
fieations are worse than no fortifications at | 
all; they ure sufliciently strong to invite 
attack, and not atrong enough to resist it. 
Such, sir, I hold the furtifications now in 
progress to bo, and it appears to me the 
whole schema of defence fur this most 
important port will have to be reconsidered. 
Nothing Je-n than making Hongkong 
impregnable will bo sufficiont. It has beer 
anid the coaling stations aro to be protetted ; 
in such g manner as that they may be able 
to resist surprises, I think there can be 
nothing more foolish. I hold that Hong- 
kong ought to be entirely independent of 
tho Navy. If unhappily we are involved in 
war with any of the great. powers I havo no 
denbt the Navy will find ample work 
elsewhere than in Hougkong, and I hope 
wo will all bo spared the sight of a British 
‘Admiral loitering in Hongkovg when .our 
commerce on the seas stands in need of 
protection, I hopo the Admiral’ will be 
ont secking thé’ enemy, finding hin, and 
hammering him as in days of yore. 
Providence and tho strong right arms of 
our ancestors have hauded down tous in 
the British ompire as it at present exists a 
noble inheritance, at onco the pride and 
glory of British.subjects of every race, and 
either the admiration or envy of the rost of 

fy rid. I hold it i sacred dnly to” 
maintain, defend, and if need be -oxtend 
this empire, and in insisting upon tho 
proper fortification of Hongkong, and mak- 
ing this gum of the eastern scas 2 place to 
which ships may resort for safety, we are 
doing our part towards this desirable cnd.

This haven of rofuge was 
roached in eight hoursjand Captain Dunbar 
speaks in tho warmest terms of praiso of the 
kind and hospitablo reception accorded 
them ‘by Senor Marians Torres, the -Gover- 
nor of Balabno, and the score or so of 
Spanish inhabitants of the placo. Tho 
Governor offered Captain Dunbar tho aesia-

Some of the na- 
tives hud apparently beon on board looting, 
and property to the vilne of about $400 had 
been taken front the Captain’s cabin, Find- 
ing nothing could be done to save the ves- 
sel, aftor staying by har all night, on the 
morning of the 18th Captain, Dunbar 
finally abandoned her and returned to Port 
Balubac, 

On the 19th a coasting steamer bound 
for Maniln, called in atid all the #ipwreek- 
ed party took passage in her for Manila. 
There Captain Dunbar reported to the 
American Consul, by whose orders tho 
wreek of the vessel and exrgu were sold, 
The Greciun was a remarkably well 
built and well found vessel.and had recently 
been recoppered. 

Captain Dunbar had been associated with 
the ship from the time she was on the 
stocks and has made several vayages to 
China and the Philippines in her. We wi- 
derstand that he ant his wife and daughter 
will return to America by the S. 8.

A CORRECTION, 
To the Editor of the ‘Cuina Matt.’ 
Hongkong, April 1. 

S$iz,—May I ask that you will kindly 
afford mo the opportunity ‘of correcting a 
foolish mistake made by me at the mecting 
of the Chamber of Commerce on Fri 
last. I did not intend to suggest the ere 
tion of a battery on tho Island of Lantao 
for the protection of Hongkong, but upon 
Lamwma Island, also Pootoy and Tamtoo, 
should these spots be approved by the 
military authorities, What I said in -refer- 
ence to tho acquisition: of thexe sites har 
been naturally‘ interpreted in a avanner 
which I exccodingly rogret, and which 1 
think the circumstances hardly justify: 
My thought. was the purchase of these 
islands, and intch ns we in this Colony 
have suffered .aud are now -sufforing 
from the Blockade of Hongkong by 
the Chinese revenue cruisers, and from 
the action of the taxing stations . at 
the entrances to our harbour, it might be 
wiser to go on boaring this injury until 
some fittiny time arises for its amelioration, 
rather than that peace should be disturbed 
for the interests of the comparatively few. 
Seeing however that it has been at last ro- 
cognised-that Hongkong must now be ef. 
fectunlly defended against nlf enemies, and 
that so largo a sum ‘isto bu expended upon
